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TERRA BELLA — Fifteen 
Cars were turned into a mass of 
‘wreckage when a section of a 
Southern Pacific freight train 
derailed at the north edge of 
Terra Bella at 7 a.m., Saturday 
morning, with one freight car 
being thrown across'old highway 
65 by force of the train breakup, 
and others torn up and thrown 
into a pile along the track. There 
were no deaths or injuries. 

The derailment occurred in 
the rear half of the train, 
apparently from a broken rail; as 
the derailed section broke apart, 
the front and back sections of 
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the train remained on the track 
and the two diesel engines 
pulling the train were stopped 
near the Merzoian cold storage 
plant north of Terra Bella. 

Main wreckage was piled near 
the Southern Tulare County 
Citrus association packing house; 
two cars remained upright, 
although derailed considerable 
distance north of the main 
wreck, and more than a quarter 
mile of track was torn up, with 
rails and ties scattered along the 
right-of-way.

ROLL-OVER BAR NOT 
REQUIRED ON OLD TRACTORS 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman Ernest N. Mobley 
(R-Sanger) has expressed 
agreement with decision of the 
California Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration 
(Cal-OSHA) to abandon plans to 
implement regulations requiring 
roll bars ‘on older agricultural 
tractors, 

“The proposal to retrofit 
agricultural tractors with 
roll-over protective structures

27,000 National Guardsmen will 
rise and shine each morning to 
the sound of reveille, as have 
American militia since 
Revolutionary times, their 
Commander, Major General 
Frank J. Schober, Jr., has 
decreed. 

Although the regular Army 
eliminated the traditional 
wake-up call several years ago in 
a professional attempt ‘better to 
relate with changing society,’ 
the California National Guard 
has no plan or even intention to 
follow suit, it was made clear by 
the General's directive. 

“There are some things that 
are basic to military life and 
training’: declared General 
Schober, ‘‘and the most 
fundamental of. all is discipline, 
the quick response to order and 
command. Reveille is one aspect 
of the larger concept of training 
and conduct in a_ military 
organization that is vital to that 
response and readiness. 

“In a force whose essence of 
being is rooted in ordered 
command and acceptance of 
discipline as the measure of 
effectiveness we cannot afford 
innovations, however popular 
they may seem for the moment, 
which tend to erode the 
fundamental nature and purpose 
of the organization.” 

General Schober said that 
reveille will continue to. be 
applied equally to all ranks, 
officers and enlisted personnel 
alike, requiring them to fall out 
for formation. each morning 
whenever they participate in 
weekend or annual training at a 
training post,

~ BELL SAYS CONGRESSMEN ARE SELF-SERVING 


WASHINGTON — “More 
self-serving measures to benefit 
members of Congress have been 
'. approved during the past two 
years than during any 
comparable period in our 
history,’’ United States 
Congressman Alphonzo Bell 
(R-California) told his colleagues 
in Washington, D.C. in a speech 
to the House of Representatives. 

Making his remarks as the 
House and Senate began winding 
up legislative business for the 
year in preparation for 
adjournment last weekend, Bell 
urged members to make a special 
effort to test grass roots 
sentiment before Congress 
reconvenes on January 6th. 

“There has never been a time 
when federal government, and 
particularly our. branch of 
federal government here on 
Capitol Hill, has been in such 
disfavor. People are fed up with 
Washington and with Congress. 
They think we have been all talk 
and no action on matters that 
really count in this nation. And 
for the most part they have been 
right,” Bell declared. 

“Unfortunately, for our 
public reputation in the last two 
years, we have shown that we 
can act, and act decisively, when 
it comes to feathering our own 
nest. And what we have done for 
Ourselves in 1974 and 1975 
simply cannot be justified on the 
basis of inflation, or larger 
constituencies, or increased 
Congressional responsibilities.” 

Bell listed 12 actions which 
he described as “self-serving” to 
members of the House of 
Representatives in the last 24 
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months: 

—‘‘We have raised our salaries.” 

—“We have created automatic 
future pay raises for 
ourselves by tying our 
salaries to a cost of living 
index.” 

—‘*We have increased the 
number of free round trips to 
our home districts during 
each Congress from 36 to 


—“We have, in addition, given 
ourselves and one of our staff 
members a free round trip to 
the organizational caucus of 
each Congress.” 

—‘‘We have increased our 
annual stationery allowance 
by $1,250, up 23.8%.” 

—‘‘We have increased our 
district office allowance by 
42.8%.” 

—‘‘We have changed the 
telecommunications 
compensation formula with 
the practical effect of 
increasing our allowances in 
this category.” 

—“We have increased our staff 
salary allowance by $32,064 
per Office, up 18.5%.” 

—‘*We have increased the 
permissible size of our office 
staffs from 16 to 18, up 
12.5%.” 

—‘‘We have increased the 
special allowance for air mail 
and special delivery stamps 
by 25.2%.” 

—“We have created a new 
budget of approximately 
$5,000 per member to 
reimburse the printing costs 
of two newsletters each 
year.”

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Preview Of 1976 Primary Ballot 


‘Issues Presented By Gordon Duffy

Although the June, 1976, 
primary election is more than six 
months away, a preview of 
upcoming ballot propositions is 
available. So far, only one 
citizen-sponsored initiative has 
qualified for the ballot. The rest 
are the result of this year’s 
legislative session. From the 
looks of things, California voters 
will have some difficult decisions 
to make when they go to the 
polls. 

So far, the Secretary of State 
has not assigned the measures 
ballot numbers. The numbers 
will be assigned later in 1976. 
The following is a brief 
description of each measure, in 
the order they were passed in 
the Legislature. 


Senate action on legislation 

which will probably more 

than double the tax 
deduction for our living 
expenses in the District of 

Columbia.” 

“In the last 30 years,” Bell 
noted, “while the population of 
this country was increasing by 
30.5%, and inflation was eroding 
the value of the dollar by 83.4%, 
the cost of running Congress has 
increased by about 560%. 

“It has been estimated by one 
national organization that in just 
the last two years the average 
cost to the American taxpayer 
of maintaining each member of 
Congress has risen from 
$376,505 to $488,505, 
approximately a 30% increase. 
This means that citizens now 
must pay $112,000 more than 
they did in 1973 to keep each of 
us in business. I am not sure 
they think we are worth it.” 


BURTON 4-H 
MEMBERS VISIT 
HACIENDA HOME 


BURTON — Members of 
Burton 4-H visited the Hacienda 
Convalescent home on 
December 22, where they 
delivered different types of 
plants to some of the residents.

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1. This measure (Assembly 
Constitutional Amendment 31) 
would authorize the Legislature 
to have state monies deposited 
in savings and loans as well as in 
banks. Currently, the 
Constitution provides for 
deposits in banks only. 

2. Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 3 would authorize 
cities and counties to provide for 
bingo games, but only for 
charitable purposes. 

3. Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 50 adds language to 
the Constitution to allow the 
Legislature to authorize, by a 
two-thirds vote, refunding bonds 
to pay back any outstanding 
indebtedness without the 
normally required approval of 
the electorate, giving the 
Legislature the power to recall 
and reissue bonds to take 
advantage of lower interest rates. 

4. This measure (Assembly 
Constitutional Amendment 41) 
would allow property that had 
been purchased with public 
highway or mass transit funds, 
and no longer needed for such 
purposes to be used for local 
public park and_ recreational 
facilities. Existing law requires 
that such lands, or the funds 
from the sale of the land revert 
to the highway fund. 

5. Under current law, a Gross 
Premiums Tax is levied on 
insurance companies operating 
in California, in lieu of other 
taxes, including property taxes. 
Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 12. specifies that 
the Gross Premiums Tax is not 
in lieu of property taxes, and 
eliminates the home office 
deduction provisions now 
included in the Constitution. 

6. Currently, the Constitution 
requires a two-thirds vote of the 
Legislature to change bank, 
insurance and corporation taxes.

ANNUAL MEETING 


FRESNO — Annual meeting 
for shareholders of Valley 
Nitrogen Producers, Inc. will be 
held January 9, at 2:30 p.m., in 
the administration building at 
Helm, California.

PEREGRINE FALCON 


SACRAMENTO — A team of 
federal and state wildlife 
biologists has begun work to 
develop a program to restore the 
American peregrine falcon to 
nonendangered status. 
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Personal income and sales taxes 
can be changed by a simple 
majority. Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 1, if passed, would 
allow all taxes to be changed by 
a majority vote. ! é 

7. Article XX, Section 22 of 
the Constitution establishes a 
maximum rate of interest which 
lenders may charge. That rate is 
currently set at 10%. Most 
lenders, except private 
individuals, insurance 
companies, and pension funds, 
are “exempt” from this usury 
law. Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 19 would offer 
non-exempt lenders a choice of 
maximum interest rates between 
10% or the “‘rediscount rate” as 
established by the Federal 
Reserve Bank in San Francisco, 
plus seven percent. 

8. Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 111, if passed, 
would authorize the Legislature 
to establish use-value 
assessments on property of 
historical interest which is under 
enforceable use. restriction 
contracts, in lieu of normal 
market value assessments. 

9. This proposal, the Veterans 
Bond Measure (AB 1782) would 
authorize the issuance of state 
general obligation bonds in the 
amount of $500 million for the 
purpose of providing farm and 
home loan aid to California 
veterans. 

10. AB 32 authorizes a $200 
million general obligation bond 
issue. Revenues from this issue 
would be made available for 
loans to school districts for 
required new construction, 
replacement, or modernization 
of any school building over 30 
years old. 

11. The California Safe 
Drinking Water Bond Law of 
1976 (AB 121) would authorize 
the issuance of a total $190 
million in bonds. Money from 
this bond issue would be used to 
provide loans to public and 
private domestic water suppliers, 
so that they can meet minimum 
water standards.. 

12. This measure, the 
Community College 
Construction Program Bond Act 
of 1976 (SB 156) would provide 
for the issuance of $150 million 
in bonds for community college 
Outlay purposes. 

13. The Nuclear Safeguards 
Initiative, the only citizen’s 
initiative that has so far qualified 
for the ballot, would prohibit 
construction of new nuclear 
plants and phase out the use of 
existing plants until certain 
aspects of safety can be 
demonstrated to the Legislature. 

As you can see, the decisions 
will be difficult. California 
voters are being asked to 
approve over $1 billion in state 
bond issues. They are being 
asked to make important 
decisions about taxes, about 
usage of State funds, about 
gambling. Clearly, the June 1976 
primary election will require a 
great deal of thought, and study, 
by Califo mia voters.

of other agricultural groups in 
the state to change the new 
Agricultural Labor Relations act 
when the legislature reconvenes 
January 5. 

“The act is a disaster as it has 
been administered,’’ said Martin 
Zaninovich market information 
chairman for South Central 
Farmers committee in Delano. 

“We think the ALRB_ has 
exceeded the intent of the 
legislature in several important 
areas, and consequently has lost 
its confidence. The best way we 
can suggest for regaining it is to 
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almeeye the law,” 

Zaninovich said the 
soriouiltisral groups have agreed 
on several strategic amendments 
to the ALRA, including: 

Extension of the time 
period in which farm worker 
elections are to be held (The law 
now requires that an election 
must be held within 7 days after 
an employer receives a petition 
for election from his workers). 

- Elimination of the ‘‘make 
whole’’ remedy, a_ process 
imposing needlessly severe 
financial penalties on employers 
under certain conditions. 

- Establishment of safeguards 
to prevent union exploitation of 
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employees under the “‘union 
security” provision by restricting 
determination of ‘‘good 
standing’ in aunion to payment 
of dues and initiation fees. . 
Strengthening of the 
language requiring the ALRB to 
follow the precedent .of the 
National Labor Relations board. 
Zaninovich said the 
agricultural groups seeking 
changes in the law represent 
many crops and nearly all 
geographic areas of {the state, 
some of which supported the 
ALRA until they saw how it is 
being applied.

Cotton Yield In Heavy Wilt Areas 


Increased By SJ-4 Planting Seed 


FRESNO — An increase of 
25%. in cotton yields in heavy 
wilt areas of the San Joaquin 
valley with SJ-4 planting seed 
was reported in Fresno at a 
meeting of the Continuous 
Cotton Variety. Testing 
committee (CCVTC). 

The new Acala strain 
developed at the USDA Cotton 
Research station at Shafter was 
available to the growers for the 
first time this year. In non-wilt 
areas where SJ-4 was used it 
produced essentially the same 
yields as SJ-2, the designated 
cotton variety for the valley as a 
whole. 


Dr. H.B. Cooper, director of © 
the Shafter station, explained - 
SJ-4 was developed especially . 


for use in heavy wilt areas and 
has performed under these 
conditions about as anticipated. 
Tom Cherry, manager of the 
Calif. Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors, announced there 
will be enough SJ-4 seed for 
1976 planting in all wilt districts 
or up to about one-half the 
valley’s total cotton acreage. 
Cotton was produced from 
835,000 acres in the valley in

1975. A possible 10% increase in 
acreage is expected for next 
season. 

Dr. Cooper pointed out the 
1975 season provided a real test 
for SJ-4 in that due to weather 
conditions verticillium wilt was 
more severe and widespread than 
in other recent years, 

Dr. Dick Bassett, University 
of California agronomist in 
charge of the varietal testing 
program for CCVTC, reported 
his tests showed an _ average 


production of 1,056 pounds of 


lint per acre for SJ-2, exactly 
matching official state estimates 
for all cotton produced in the 
valley. 

, Bassett reported none of the 
out-of-state entries in screening 
tests for experimental. strains 
have performed well enough in 
two-year screening. trials to 
warrant being moved to 
larger-scale testing. 

An election was announced 
to fill directors’ seats from Kern 
and Madera counties on the 
CC Vit Cc. board. A 
reorganizational meeting of 
CCVTC is set for February 19, 
1976. 


Careful four-season monitoring 
should help Edison customers in 
the selection of most efficient 
solar heating devices for their 
own homes.

VISALIA — Quality Scouting 
for boys in this area does cost 
money, but the dividends are the 
nearly 3,000 young people and 
1,000 adults who are getting a 
practical program of character 
development, citizenship 
training, and mental and 
physical fitness. 

Ray Bishop, Council 
president explained that the cost. 
to bring the BSA program to 
boys in the Mt. Whitney Area 
Council is shared by the boy 
himself, his unit, the 
organization that is chartered to 
use the program, and the local 
and national organization. 

Bishop explained that the 
boy pays a national membership 
fee, buys his own uniform, 
books, and equipment, and pays 
dues into his unit 
treasury-preferably earning the 
money for these personal 
expenses. 

His troop or pack pays its 
way from the boys’ weekly dues 
and money earned through 
approved projects. 

Even the chartered 
organization, which owns. the 
unit, is responsible for a meeting 
place, competent volunteer 
leadership -who pay their own 
expenses, and other resources. 


The Mt. Whitney Area ~ 


Council prepares an operating 
budget to serve the units, and 
these funds come from United 
Ways and the annual sustaining 
membership enrollment among 
members, parents, and friends of 
Scouting. 

Finally, Bishop. said, the 
national organization 
coordinates and stimulates the 
program nationally and develops 
program materials. These 
services are paid from 
membership fees and other 
income that is put back into the 
program.

Since the 
universities in Finland are overcrowded he decided to go to study 
business in Uppsala, Sweden. He likes it and is thoroughly satisfied.

BUREAU WATER ENGINEERS CHECKING 


RESERVOIR STORAGE AGAINST DEMAND 


SACRAMENTO — While 
most Californians are enjoying 
the sunshine, Bureau of 
Reclamation water engineers are 
beginning to check reservoir 
hydrographs more frequently 
against demands for water they 
know will come next summer. 
Winter isn’t over, they say, but 
so far it’s a dry season in 
California. 

According to the Bureau's 
Central Valley Operations 
Control center, November and 
December precipitation is less 
than 30 percent of normal. 
While October was more than 
200 percent in some areas, little 
runoff reached Bureau reservoirs 
in Northern and Central 
California. 

Bureau Regional Director 
Billy E. Martin said operation of 
Central Valley and Solano 
Projects is now being geared to 
protecting the water supply. 

‘“‘Average or higher 
precipitation before winter is 
over is still possible,” Martin 
said, ‘but we are planning for

the possibility of a short water 
year. Reservoir levels are already 
affected and releases to support 
downstream flows could begin 
to feel the pinch in one to three 
weeks,” ' 

Martin said some problems 
are beginning to show up in 
reservoir recreation operations 
which are sensitive to water level 
fluctuations, Salmon spawning 
beds on the American, 
Sacramento and Trinity Rivers 
remain adequately covered with 
water, but in some cases by as 
little as four inches, The critical 
period for salmon spawning will 
last through January. 

Storage at Millerton reservoir 
on the San Joaquin river is 
actually rising, according to 
Bureau engineers,’and should be 
at 325,000 acre-feet by January 
1, Millerton is being sustained by 
releases from upstream reservoirs 
and both the Friant-Kern and 
Madera canals are closed down. 
The canals will begin operating 
in February with the start of 
early season irrigation.

As environmental pressures 
mount, efforts to recycle.chemi- 
cals from scrap tires and plastic 
wastes gain impetus. 

In Germany, the government 
and plastics industry are build- 
ing a pilot plant to recover 
methane, ethylene, styrene, 
benzene and waxes from used 
plastic. 

In the U.S., Goodyear and 
the Oil Shale Corp. will use a 
similar technique to process 15 
tons per day of discarded tires 
by early 1976. If this test pro- 
gram succeeds, it could lead 
to 15 plants recycling the 165 
million tires worn out yearly 
in the U.S.

Walter Campbell, consulting 
editor of Industry Week, has 
an unusual idea for celebrating 
the Bicentennial. 

In an editorial in that maga- 
zine, he suggests reaffirming the 
Declaration of Independence—

but against a domestic govern- 
ment that far exceeds what that 
government was intended to be 
or needs to be.” 

“It will require extreme pres- 
sure on Congress . . . and 
pinching the monstrous pipe-
